In Black Eyed 
Susan, Saville and Mrs. W.West, personate the lovers with much clever- 
ness. The favorite old Melo-drama of One o’ Clock has been produced 
in a very effective and careful manner. The house continues to be filled 
nightly, and, we perceive, there is abundance of novelty in store. 

Bricguton THEATRE.—This house has recently been opened for the 
season under the lesseeship of Messrs. Faucit Saville and Harroway, who 
have displayed good taste in the interior improvements. During the race 
week Mrs. Nisbett and her sister, Miss J. Mordaunt, played a series of 
their most popular characters to good houses, and on Monday evening 
they took their benefit, when they were honored with a capital house.

The late Mr. Power and Theophilus Cibbev.—The similarity of the 
fate of the well known Theophilus Cibber, to that (we fear) of the excel- 
lent and inimitable Power, is such that we cannot forbear giving it a 
place. In the winter of 1758, he was engaged by Mr. Sheridan to go 
over to Dublin, to assist him to make a stand against the new Theatre, just 
then opened in opposition to him in Crow Street. On this expedition Mr. 
Cibber embarked at Park Gate, together with Mr. Maddox, the cele- 
brated wire-dancer, on board the Dublin trader, some time in the month 
of October, but the high winds, which are frequent at that time of the 
year in St. George’s Channel, and which are fatal to many vessels in the 
passage from this kingdom to Ireland, proved particularly so to this. The 
vessel was driven to the coast of Scotland, where it was cast away, every 
soul in it (and the passengers were extremely numerous) perishing in the 
waves.— The Lyre.
